Folks... 


..Ll can't speak for every ham in Cuba, but I would be very surprised if even 
one was trying to profit from qreen stamps in qsl requests. 


The mail system, at least here in the USA, is just one thing we take for 
granted. Scribble on the address, stick on the proper postage, and drop the 
letter into the box. You forget about the letter before getting back into your 
car or make it back to your front door...but you know it's going to make it to 
the destination ok. The USPS does lose things from time to time...but 
considering the volume they handle on a daily basis, things could be MUCH 
worse. Many postal systems around the world are corrupt, or just lacking in 
resources to be effecient. 


I have a good friend in Cuba. We 'met' several years ago on 75m, and still talk 
often. I have sent many things through the mail to Cuba. The most important 
thing, as for any qsl requests you send to any DX station directly, is to NOT 
put any amateur radio callsigns and use the proper envelopes. A callsign is 
just inviting someone to open the envelope. They know greenstamps are usually 
included. 


>From Florida a letter averages about 30 days to travel to Cuba. All mail from 
the US to Cuba goes via boat.

Folks, 


Stuart is correct, the cast aluminum boxes Hammond are a good choice for 
building things in. I have a couple of keyers, a dummy load, and a power 
distribution box built in them. A sanding job with smooth up the rough 
surfaces left by breaking off the sprues and gates. 


Also good are the Eagle cast aluminum boxes from England. These are 
finished better than the Hammond in that the sprues and gates are cleaned 
up and the boxes are polished smooth. I got mine from Mouser and they are 
less expensive than the Hammonds. 


Jameco also has some cast aluminum boxes (China?) but they only have the 
type with slots for PCBs in them. Hard to mount parts on the surfaces with 
the slots because of the extra thickness. But they do cost less.

Once again, the WA4NWW FT-817 PSK31 milliwatt beacon will jam the airways. 


By popular demand, two or three have asked, the beacon will again burn the 
clouds above the North Alabama/Tennessee Valley area on Saturday March 24, 
2001 at 1700-1900 zulu, at or around the frequency of 10.140 Mhz. Please 
pass the infromation along to any interested friends. 


This beacon transmission will be at a power of < 50 milliwatts. The last 
transmission of 75 milliwatts was copied in a radius of 600 miles+-.

A marker generator is an oscillator (usually crystal controlled) that 
‘marks' a frequency. 

Now, there can be several expansions of that concept - say you have an 
oscillator at 100 kHz, and make its output very rich in harmonics - then 
there will be a ‘marker' every 100 kHz throughout the RF spectrum. 


Connect that marker generator to the antenna input of a receiver, and you 
can obtain calibration points on the receiver dial. 


Marker generators were very useful back in the days of general coverage 
receivers having a "Bandset" dial and a "Bandspread" dial - the bandspread 
dial usually had calibration marks for the ham bands, BUT in order for the 
calibration marks to reflect reality, the bandset dial had to be set to the 
correct point - the marker generator was often used to determine what that 
correct point actually was. 


With the advent of stable receivers with digital frequency readout, the need 
for marker generators has decreased significantly.

I picked up a couple of 10AA holders for $.50 each at the Charlotte Hamfest 
3 weeks ago and I'm trying to decide what type of batteries to use in them. 
I have a small box that contains the AA holder and a NoGA PIG board. 


Duracell Procells are rated at 2100mAh but of course are not rechargeable. 
I've found 10 packs for $6.50. AA nicadsin the 650mAh range, are 
rechargeable, and are $2.50 each at Radio Shack. 850mA AAs are $3.50 each. 


I hate the throw-away of the AA alkalines, but I'm concerned that 650 - 
850mAh batteries might not last a weekend. My field rig is a Sierra with 
an average of 45mA on receive, and about 500mA key down at 4W out. I have 
a 1.4Ah gelcell that I've used, but the 10AA alkaline pack would be 50% 
greater current capability at about the same weight. 


Anyone have a favorite battery setup for field use, favorite brand, or 
experiences with AA alkalines versus Nicads?

The "base" design kit you will get is fully functional. In the interest 
of economy and to leave room for customization, it does not use 
any level-set pots. However you may want to add one. 


The audio level to the LM386 audio amp is set by a voltage 
divider consisting of a series 100 k resistor, R3 and a 4.7k 
(R4) going to ground. The junction of the two go to pin 3, the 
input of the LM386 power amp. Changing R4 sets the 

output audio level. 


A 4.7 k pot can be used in place of R4 with its "hot" end 
going directly to R3, the other end grounded and the wiper 
connected to U2 pin 3. 


As a side note, an output to an external transceiver is shown on 

the left-hand side of R3. Since the peak-to-peak voltage here 

may be couple volts and the usual SSB rig needs at most 

millivolts. Do xnot* connect the output directly to your rig. Use a 
110k pot to attenuate it to a useful level. 


And speaking of hooking it to your rig, once you do, you will 

have to set the level properly. A neat way to do this is

Tom, 


When the statement used is 238 mmf nominal, it means that is close to 
the value they used in their prototype. If you use a smaller capacitor 
expect less range of adjustment. If you use a larger one you may run 
into problems at one end. Put a padder in series with the capacitor. 


A FL1 is a filter. It may be something as simple as a ceramic filter or 
as complex as a Collins crystal filter. It depends on the circuit. 

Most circuits that use filters have them explained somewhere in the 
text. They are not always listed in the parts list. 


IF a circuit calls for a center tapped transformer it makes some sense 
that the tap will be in the CENTER of the winding. If you need 250 
volts for a project you can get it from a 250 volt transformer or a 500 
volt center tapped transformer. The real answer is what sort of 
rectifier are you going to use? full wave, half wave, or bridge. A 
quick review of the Handbook sections on power supplies will help!

Let's see if we can squeeze in an answer to someone's technical questions 
in-between all the other "stuff" going on today. 


Tom Dufresne asked: 
> What does it 


> mean when they ask for a "238pF nominal" variable cap-does it means at the 
> lowest, it should be 238pF? 


No it means it should at least cover this value, generally you would pick 
the next highest available manufactured value, i.e. 250pf or 300pf. 


> Also, what is a FL1? Is it some kind of shorthand for a filter? 


FL refers to a filter. It could be a manfactured filter of some kind or a 
filter you build up from a seperate schematic. This is often done in cases 
where different types of filters might be used at the builder's choice. 


> Is a center tap always 1/2 the value of the transformer? 


Yes, sort of. Transformers are specified by the voltage across the complete 
winding, a center tap gives you access to the middle of the winding, ie 
center. This could be used in a full wave circuit with the center tap 
grounded or to adjust the input voltage for 110 or 220 volt operation on the 
primary. 


> If I am building a 

> transformer for a small tube powered rig, I need 250 volts DC. Do I need 
to 

> look for a transformer with 500+ volts output? 


No, you need to look for a transfomer whose secondary voltage will provide 
250 volts DC after the rectifier(s) and filter caps/inductors at the 
required current. This is a big subject and my best advice is to read the 
section in the ARRL Handbook on power supplies. The quick answer is you 
will need about a 400+ volt AC secondary voltage with a center tap for a 
full wave circuit. Or you can use a transformer with about 200+ volt AC 
secondary for a full wave bridge rectifier circuit. Also important is to 
size the transformer to match the current requirement.

I'm building a Super Tee Tuner with the improved K7RXV balun. It calls a BLN 
43-202 but I just discovered I don't have any. I did find some broken pieces 
of longer baluns of the same dimensions so, using my Dremmel tool, I cut one 
to the same length as a 202. I don't know if it's 43 mix or not, or how much 
that matters, but I'm wondering, if I build two baluns and put them 
together, then transmit through them into a 50 ohm load, won't I be able to 
calculate how efficient they are? It would be 50 ohms at the rig, then 
12-1/2 ohms between them, then 50 ohms at the dummy load. I could put my 
directional wattmeter on the rig end, then the dummy load end, and compare 
them. 


The balun goes on the rig side of the tuner so it won't be seeing a mismatch 
when in use. Also it will be used on forty meters only. I'm rebuilding the 
forty meter station I built in a lunch box a while back.

I'm no expert on this (having only done a few myself) but damn near any 
kind of sheet aluminum you can get your hands on will do fine. Thickness 
between 0.040" and 0.070 are usually bendable in the home shop AND yield a 


sturdy enclosure (0.070" doesn't sound like much but it gets pretty tough 
to bend with the common hobbyist bending brakes). Thinner material is fine 
also if the dimensions of the final project are relatively small. For 
painting aluminum, you must prime it with a Zinc Chromate primer (or 
anything marked as an aluminum primer) before painting. If you don't, paint 
adhesion will be poor. 


That's about as much as I know.

Tom asked the following questions: 


<Is a center tap always 1/2 the value of the transformer? If I am building a 
<transformer for a small tube powered rig, I need 250 volts DC. Do I need to 
<look for a transformer with 500+ volts output? 


In my opinion, a center tap is at 1/2 the winding turns or voltage. 

Whether a center tapped transformer is needed depends upon if you choose to 
use a bridge or a full wave center tapped rectifier system to get a full wave 
rectified output (250VDC). A bridge requires 4 diodes and around 250VAC, 


single winding, whereas a center tap circuit requires 2 diodes and around 
500VAC center tapped winding. Most old tube type power supplies used dual 
diode rectifiers (vacuum tube like type 80, 83 , or 5R4GY) thus the higher 
voltage center tap circuit was used. Today semiconductor diodes make it 
relatively easy to use either circuit but be sure to check out the peak 
inverse voltage present for each circuit and choose diodes accordingly. Also 
choose rectifiers for your current (amps) requirement. The ARRL handbook 


covers the circuits and the ratings but takes a little study. Hope this 
helps---have fun.

Usually refers to the maximum value. 
>Also, what is a FL1? Is it some kind of shorthand for a filter? 


"FL1" in a schematic typically does refers to filter, but I don't think 
it's a standardized designation. You quite often see an "FL1" somewhere on 
the AC line feeding the device. It's usually a noise or spike or RFI filter. 


>Looked in ARRL manual with no help for above questions.... 

>Is a center tap always 1/2 the value of the transformer? If I am building a 
>transformer for a small tube powered rig, I need 250 volts DC. Do I need to 
>look for a transformer with 500+ volts output? 


Here's where you need that ARRL Handbook. Go to the section on power 
supplies an study a bit so you'll know what's going on. Its a very 
worthwhile section. For a 250VDC supply (or any supply) you first have to 
decide what kind of filter you are going to use ( Choke input, capacitor 
input, ox just a single capacitor) and work backwards from there. You also 
have to decide on which rectifer configuration you're going to use (full 


wave bridge, full wave center tap, or half wave). If the transformer is a 
center tapped design, you'll be using a full wave center tapped rectifer. 
If it doesn't have a center tap, you'll be using a full wave bridge 
rectifer. Either of these will produce a DC output equal to 1.4 times the 
secondary voltage of the transformer if you use a straight capacitor 
filter. So a 100 volt transformer (or a 200 volt center tap transformer) 
would produce a 140 V DC output. With a choke input filter the output 
voltage will between 0.8 and 0.95 times the secondary voltage. 


This should be enough to get you started. Pay close attention to the 
rectifer performance curves by O. Schade that are in most of the ARRL 
handbooks. The text that accompanies those graphs (curves) tell you 
everything you need to know. It's a worthwhile exercise.
